Admits Beinir Moonshiner 


The murderer also admits making 


moonshine and being a hard drinker. 
He admitted making it In the hills near 
his home and in his home. He says 
he could drink a quart a day aud that 
it was nothing; for him to drink a 
water tumbler full. 
He had a small 


bottle full when he left home about 
four o'clock Monday morning. 


AVituerow also says that he was 


willing to give, himself up but that 
he went away after 
his wife 
had 


begged and pleaded with him to make 
his escape and that it. was for the love 
ot his wife and children that caused 
him to leave. 


According to AVitherow's story to 


Sheriff Rickey he had been drinking 
moonshine since before Christmas aud 
was drinking Sunday all day. 


Jealous of Them All 


He says that he was jealous of

young girls at the Burhoe home 
and also of Mrs. Burlwe. Ho says 
that the Murphy girl is a sister-in- 
law of Nichols and that the Mc- 
Kee firl is a clos* friend.

sleep on the floor. He also 
claims 


that Nichols paid attention to some o 
the other women in the house aud thii 
made, him angry. 


According to AA'itherow'p story to tin 


sheriff he wanted Mrs. Nichols- to gi 
to work with him Sunday night so sh 
could bo with his brother-in-law, R. E 
Surbaiigb, ot AVest. A'irginia. He say 
he did not want to be with her hut tba 
he wanted her to be with his brother 
iu-law. 


Went To "Cuss" Nichols 


AVhen bis wife returned aud report 


ed that Mr. Nichols would not let hi 
wife' go he says lie did get mad an 
went to the Burhoe, 
home to giv 


Nichols a good cussing. He suys when 
he left home be did not have any idea 
of shooting any one, but when Nichols 
came out be said something that made 
him mad and he pulled his gun and 
shot him. 
He explained that he al- 


ways carried a 3S special gun with him 
at his work. 


Explaining why he shot Mrs. Nichols 


he said that Leona had often remarked 
that she would kill any officer who 
came after her man or any one who 
harmed him in any way. 
AVitherow 


says that he knew Nichols kept'a 44 
'calibre gun about the house and when 
he saw her come to the 
door 
he 


thought that she would surely shoot nt 
him and he tired at her to' keep her 
from doing such a thing. 


He remained 
about the

home for u few minutes and handed 
his gun "to one of the girls and then 
left and went to his home intending

He listened to her pleas and left

ing to find any trace of the murder 
er about his home worked on the clui. 
that AVitherow escaped on his hand 
car, hand propelled. He sent officer, 
into Kentucky aud north on tho C. 
O. lo see if any trace could be fount 
of the hand car. The hand car wa: 
found near Limeville, Ky. and frc 
qticnt questioning of residents 
dis- 


closed the fact that AVitherow hat 
been seen there several hours afte 
the murder. Officers did not lean 
though that he went back to the Ohi< 
side and back of his homo but wcr 
working on the theory that he wa. 
making his way into the'eastern par 
of Kentucky and AVcst A'irginin.

Sheriff 
Kickey hud asked people

_>e on the lookout for anyone boarding 
or riding trains and last night about 
S:00 received a report that n man 
answering AA'itherow's description had 
boarded a freight train near AVheelcr 
which is at AVheeler's Mills. Sheriff 
Rickey then found that the train 
would be in Chillicothe about

and telephoned to Chillicothe officers 
to be on the lookout for the C. & O. 
S". train and the murderer. 


AVhen the C. & 0. N train pulled 


into the N. & AA 
r. yards at Chillicothe 


it was stopped and the officers he.id- 
cd by Sheriff Tom Swope and Police 
Chief Fox surrounded the train and 
caboose and then searched the train, 
locating their man in the caboose. He 
was quickly searched as the officers 
hud been warned to watch fo' guns. 


AVhen Deputy Sheriff Frank Ric- 


key and V. AV. Rickey tvere

Limeville they were told "Be care- 
ful
